wife of the President of the United States lies at the 
home of Henry T. Scott, in this city, in a critical con- 
dition. The President has been compelled to abandon 
his plan to visit the Pacific Northwest, and the pro- 
gramme arranged for him while in this city has been 
materially curtailed. As soon ase Mrs. McKinley re- 
covers sufficiently to travel, the Presidential party will 
start for Washington City, going by the shortestiroute. 
_ Secretary Cortelyou stated this afternoon that Mrs. 
McKinley was a very sick woman, but that her recov- 
‘ery was confidently expected. The Secretary eaid that 
while the doctors pronounced Mrs. McKinley’s condi- 
tion critical, they confidently expect her recovety. The 
sinking spells to which she is subject give cause for 
anxiety, but her physicians declare that she has re- 
cuperative power, and rallies from them quickly. 
is thin and weak and nervous, but seems to have 
plenty of vitality.
